Why Universal Lamp | 


came to Israel 


By MOSHE ATER

T= story of Universal Lamp Co. 

(Israel) is of Interest not be- 
cause the enterprise is big or im- 
portant, nut because it sheds new 
light on this country's economic 
resources and its competitive stand- 
ing. Few would expect Israel to be 
favoured over Japan as a base 
for an Industry vitally dependent 
on the world market. 

Thia is, however, the case with 
Universal Lamp, 2 Chicago corre 
ration producing a wide range of 
folding and iow voitage lamps, as 
well as Barbie doll products and 
Walt Disney larnps, of which Kast 
it 1s. the exclusive Mcensee. The 
company, controlled by the Andre 
Tamily, has a turnover of $10m., in- 
cluding exports to Canada, Britain 
and South Africa. In 1985 it 
switched part of fts production to 
the Far East where the wage level 
is lower — similar to many other 
American companies which ‘have 
seen their profits jeopardized ‘by 
the rising wage bills in the U.S. 

Universal ‘Lamp established a Ja- 
Panese trading subsidiary, and — 
jointly with Japanese investors — a 
manufacturing company in the Rit- 
toh region (near Lake Biwo). Smal- 
ler subsidiaries were set up in 
Hongkong and Taiwan for pro- 
ducing certain components. By far 
the greatest part of the output 
handled by Andre and Co. (Japan) 
1s exported to the U.S. where it 
ts distributed by a division of the 
Chicago parent company. The Ja- 
panese factory alone employs about 
300 people. 

By the end of the ‘60s, however, 
the Japanese wage level was rapid-

ly rising, The company found it 
could not compete with the Japanese 
industrial giants as regards wage 
terms offered, in particular for 
female labour. Moreover, it found 
that Japan Is rather remote from 
the rapidly expanding European 
market. And after careful study it 
decided to shift Its major produc- 
tion base to Israel. 


The advantage of proximity to 
rich, developing Europe, was en- 
Ranced by Israel's recent agree- 
ment with the E.E.C. While Ja- 
panese products must now be 
skipped there around the Cape, ex- 
ports manufactured in this country 
benefit both from lower freight cost 
and shorter delivery terms, and 
from a substantial reduction in the 
Common ‘Market's external tariff. 
But that is only a small part of 
the story.

Last, but ποῖ the least: the 
label ‘made in Israel” is an advan- 
tage in selling the product in many 
important markets, ¢.¢., the U.S., Ca- 
nada, Britain, Germany and South 
Africa. While these nray not be the 
ease for all products, Universal 
Lamp feel that their Israel-based 
enterprise will be able to obtain 
somewhat higher profit margins.

REACHING A COMPROMISE 
WITH CREDITORS 


The Supreme Court dismissed an 
appeal and allowed a cross-appeal 
against a judgment of the Tel Aviv 
District Court, delivered on No- 
vember 16, 1961 (in Motion 2287/67}. 

‘When the appellants became in- 
volved tin financial difficulties they 
reached a compromise with the ma- 
jority of their non-secured credi- 
tors whereby the largest creditor 
would take over the company, in 
exchange for his debt, and the re- 
maining creditors would be paid 
50% of the money owing to them. 
This agreement was sanctioned by 
the District Court, umder section 117 
of the Companies Ordinance, the 
relevant part of which provides that: 

{1) Where a compromise or ar- 
rangement i¢ proposed between a 
company and its creditors or any 
class of them... the court may, 
on the application in a summary 
way of the company or ar ay 
creditor... order a meeting of 
creditors, or class of creditors, oo 
be summoned in such manner ag 
the court directs, (2) If a majority 
in number representing three-fourths 
im value of the creditors or class 
of creditors, as the case may be, 
agree to any compromise or ar- 
rangement, the compromise or ar~ 
rangement shail, if sanctioned by 
the court, be binding on all the 
creditors or the class of creditors.” 

Independently of the compromise 
with its non-secured creditors, the 
appealant company reached an ar- 
rangement with the Foreign Trade 
Bank, the respondents, whereby 
the debt owed to them would be 
covered partly by promissory notes 
given to them by the company’s 
customers, which were deposited 
for collection with the bank, and 
partly by a guarantee from the 
company’s directors.

on a 50% dividend was reached, 
mor were they aware of such a 
meeting or compromise until the 
District Court sanctioned it. They 
thereupon applied successfully to 
the court for a declaration that the 
compromise agreement was not 
binding upon them. The company 
applied against the District Court's 
decision to the Supreme Court. The 
bank crogs-appealed against the 
IL500 costs awarded them by the 
court. 

Mr. Μ. Sharf appeared for the 
appellants and Mr. Gildner for-the 
respondents. 


Judgment 

Justice Kister, who delivered the 
judgment, of the Supreme Court, 
noted that the mafn argument prof- 
ferred by the respondents had been 
that they were not non-secured 
creditons and that in consequence 
the compromise agreement reached 
at the meetiing of mon-secured cre- 
ditora was not binding upon them. 

In considering this argument he 
pointed out that the promissory 
notes deposited with the respon- 
dents had not covered their debt 
in full and that, therefore, the pre- 
liminary question of whether the 
respondents had been entitled to 
parlicipate in the meeting of υπ- 
secured creditors, at least in so far 
as the unsecured part of their debi 
‘was concerned, (and hence were 
bound by the compromise reached 
there in so far as that part of 
their debt was concerned) had first 
to be answered. In thia context, he 
continued, the; respondents had ar- 
gued that even if they were not 
Tegarded as secured creditors in 
so far as part of ‘their debt was 


incl 


concerned, they should still be 
deemed to be a different class of 
creditors from the remaining cre- 
ditors. For this reason, therefore, he 
would, be noted, first consider the 
meaning of the term “class of cre- 
ditors” in section 117(3) of the 
Companies Ordimance, : 
After pointing out that it was 
only in cases where the majority 
sought to impose their will on the 
minority that the question of class 
of creditors would arise at all, there 
being no cause to raise it when all 
the creditors meet together and 
vote unanimously, Justice Kister 
concluded that the attitude which 


. the courts should adopt should be 


that the term ‘class’ be given 
such a meaning as to preclude any 
injustice, while at the same time 
being confined to persons whose 
rights are not so dissimilar as to 
make it for them , to 
consult together, with a view to 
their common interest (see met 
Sovereign Life Assurance Co,” 
Dodd 2 Q.B. 573). This would have 
the desired consequence that one 
class of creditors would not be able 
to impose their will upon another 
class of creditors with conflicting 
intereata only because the first class 
constitute a majority. 

In the particular case under con- 
sideration, continued Justice Kister, 
the question is whether there was 
ἃ conflict of interests between the 
respondents and the unsecured cre- 
ditors at the time the creditors’ 
meeting was held — that being 
the operative time — and whether 
the respondents, if they had been 
informed of the meeting, would 
have voted with the rest of the 
creditors for the arrangement 
whereby they would receive a pre- 
mium of only 50% of their debt.

Dr. Heinz Steinitz, 
zoologist, dead 


Dr. Heinz Steinitz, professor ὦ. 
zoology at the Hebrew Universit: 
in Jerusalem, died in Jerusalem lat 
Wednesday, aged 62. He was buriec 
on Friday. 

Born in Breslau in 1909, Steinit: 
was educated at the universities o 
Breslau, Freiburg and Berlin, wher. 
he studied medicine and zoology 
taking his final medical examina 
tions in Berlin in 1938. Eetweer 
1933 and 1936, when he was ap 
polnted a senior scholar in the 
Department of Zoclogy at the Heb- 
rew University, Steinitz undertook 
entomological fleld and laboratory 
work in Rehovot and Petah Tikva 
under Prof. Bodenheimer. 

jHe was promoted to the rank of 
lecturer in 1945, senior lecturer in 
1954, associate professor in 1957 
and full professor in 1968. 

After the Sinai campaign at the 
end of 1956, Prof. Steinitz headed 
a University expedition to survey 
the littoral marine fauna from Silat 
to A-Tur on the Gulf of Suez. On 
the strength of the findings, a fish- 
ing base was established at Mas- 
sawa.

The meeting had been called at 
the request of three of the Labour 
party's partners in the Municipal 
coalition — Gahal, Agudat Yisrael! 
and Poaeli Agudat Yisrael — whose 
representatives on Thursday night 
had urged Benvenisti's resignation 
from the City Council. At Friday's 
meeting, Mr. Benvenisti had his 
finst opportumity to explain to the 
Executive the contents of the pro- 
posats he had drawn up at the re- 
quest of the Foreign Ministry three 
years ago. 

At the conclusion of the meeting, 
only two Gahal membera — Yehoa- 
hua Matza and Maurice Rejwan — 
refused to vote on the compromise 
resolution.

Dan docks in 
Haifa on Sabbath

Diplomatic circles in Jerusalem 
recalled in this connection that Is- 
rael has aligned itself with the 
majority of the U.N. member states 
on the apartheid issue. Israel's very 
existence negates any racial discri- 
mination, whivh runs counter to the 
spirit and character of the State of 
Israel, it was stressed, 

Despite Israei’s close ties with 
South African Jewry, it re- 
duced tts diplomatic representation 
in 1963 from the level of Legation 
to that of a Charge d'Affaires in 
response to @ previous U.N. resolu- 
tion, it was recalled, 

As to South Africa's manufacture 
of Uzi-type submachine guns, it was 
explained that these rights had been 
sold to South Arica by Belgium in 
1955, before Israel had inciuded a 
clause forbidding Belgium the sale 
i, third parties without its permis- 
sion.

TEL AVIY. — Post Office engi- 
neering staffe throughout the coun- 
try (except Haifa} are threatening to 
Start a threedlay strike today be-

GAZA. — A youth from the Nuze- 
rat refugee camp south of ‘here was 
shot and injured by an army patrol 
in the camp on Friday afternoon. 

The incident occurred when the 
patrol noticed a group of youngsters 
in the camp behaving suspiciously 
at about 4.30 in the afternoon. 
When the members of the patrol 
challenged the youths, they broke 
into. a run. Warning shots were 
fired into the air, and when the 
fleeing youngsters failed to stop. 
the soldiers directed their fire at 
the group. 

‘One of the youngsters was wound- 
ed and captured. 

On Thursday afternoon a 14-year- 
old boy from the el-Boredge refugee 
camp was severly injured when a 
terrorist hurled a grenade at a pass- 
ing army patrol. The grenade, one 
of three thrown, missed the patrol, 
and exploded on the pavement, in- 
juring the youth. The sokdiers es- 
caped unharmed,
